Washington, Aug. 31.—The Rich

The 
fighting at Wagner is chiefly confin¬ 
ed to the firing ..four pickets on the 
enemy’s sappers, who continue to ap¬ 
proach Wagner. This evening about 
dark, the enemys batteries opened a 
furious fire on Wagner, preparatory, 
as was supposed to assault. 

The following official dispatches are 
just received: 

Fort Sumter, 7, p. m. There is an 
assault now being made at battery 
Wagner, they are evidently in heavy 
force.

Washington, Sept. 1.—Richmond 
papers of Sunday contain the follow¬ 
ing: 

White Sulphur Spring 29th.—We 
met the enemy yesterday morning a 
mile and a half from this place on the 
road leading to Warm Springs. The 
fight lasted from nine in the morniDg 
to seven in the-evening. Every at¬ 
tack made by the enemy was repulsed. 
At night, each Bide occupied the same 
position they had in the morning. 
This morning the enemy moved to¬ 
wards tne Springs, forced by our cav 
airy and artillery. The enemy were 
about 3,000 strong, had six pieces of 
artillery, and were under command of 
Gen. Averill. Our loss was 20 killed 
and wounded ; loss of the enemy not 
known. We took about 150 prisoners

Washington, August 31.—The 
Raleigh, N. C., Dispatch of the 28th, 
says that the Yankees are relaying the 
rail road track between Tuscorora and 
Crane Creek, 14 miles this side of 
Newbern.

Springfield, Ill., Sept. 1.—Piesi- 
dent Lincoln, has written a letter tn 
the Mass Convention, which meets 
this city on the 3d. The letter w 
received yesterday, and its perusal 
will gladden the heart of every true 
Union man in the country. It vindi¬ 
cates the Presidents fame and charact¬ 
er, and will he the key-note in the 
next Presidential campaign. 

Steavenson, Ala. Aug. 31.—Rebel 
accounts of the late bombardment of 
Chattanooga, say that three soldiers 
and five citizens, and among them 
two ladies, were killed. 

New York” Sept. 1.—A Washing¬ 
ton special, says advices just received 
by the Treasury Dep’t, state that con¬ 
trary to all expectation, the search on 
the wreck of the Ruth, has brought to 
light a portion of the government 
funds supposed to have been burned. 
The packages taken out, were burned 
to a depth of an inch, and charred to 
the center.

Leavenworth, Sept. 1.—Advices from 
Ft. Gibson to the 24th, say Blant with 
S,000 men and 12 pieces of artillery, 
crossed the Arkansas the day before, 
but the enemy declined battle and fell 
back. The rebel force is estimated at 
twelve thousand. Considerable sick¬ 
ness prevailed at Ft. Gibson, hut few 
deaths occurred. The small pox pre-
